I shall not discus« lliso facts, so far ttS
Hev relate In Major f.ntil'T and Mr, Up-
slur, unless It Is essential to n consldcr-
n.lnn of tile fftcls dcvclopetl by this v.vt-
el-vnee ns to the position of .fudge Crump.
Now, rrom this testimony, nn here, witIi

nil Its innss. It Is perfectly easy and clear
tr, determine what has been Judge
Crump's connection with all »>f these im-

'ortunati) Irouliles, and to determine
Whether In these matters be bus been
indiscreet, whetlier he has been to blame.
or whotiicl1 he bus been guilty of any
.wrong.

There are throe things Hint this evi¬
dence shows that Judge Crump lins don",
and none other. First, Major Lanier ad¬
vised with him tin to whether he should
organize thn Virginia Corporation Com¬
pany, lii'-firpornted; thorn Is no question
,,f that fact. Second, that Judge Crump
did know that Mr. Campbell, th" general
counsel of thnt company worked at the
rooms of the commission at night. Third
that Juiige Crump wns n subscrllier to
a «liar" of stock of the Virginia Corpora¬
tion Company, Incorporated. And flies»;
pre lb" only three facts established by
IM« testimony, or claimed to he estab¬
lished, In connection with which he can
he criticized, considered witli reference
to this unfortunate affair.

Give Lanier Warning.
Now let a« consider I3>cse facts more

In detail, Lei US read (hem In connec¬
tion wjtb all of lhe testimony, nnd let us
«re if there havo been Miy ImptJJEtHJt**
flier" nn to th" formation of the com¬
pany. Jiiflgn ("rump hog explained to
this committee too well that this co*n-
m Isaton Was overworked nnd thnt a great
deal of routine would be saved to the
commission If tho«o details were attend"»!
to orderly and properly by those familiar
with them.

In addition t" that It would proclaim
to tho?.- outside the Sbite the advantages
e,f the corporation law« of Virginia; they
ar»' re«fiirdeil by those familiar with
th'-m as very great and in soma respects
¦»tperior to any State of the Union, II"
felt that any .«urb Institution of that
kind, properly conducted, would be of
great good to Virginia ami a great r"!l"f
to the commission. But when on em¬

ploye of tho commission goes to organize
n company of thai sort«-and I recognize
th<> indiscretion of an employe, of the
commission holding st«vk in a company
of that sort, what did Judgo Crump say.
"Yen, get up such a company." But
what else did h" say to Major Lanier?
"Major. g"t up a company, but be care¬
ful to havo n»> official connection with
that company and do nothing to mix it*
nffalrs with yuir duties as clerk of this
commission.*' Is there any Intelligent
body of me» that ran «ay that anything
there reflect* upon Judge Crump, his
lut.-giity or hi« fltne«« for th" position
b" nils with su.-h distinguished ability
/».id with such high character?
Unwise? Ye», Hod Almighty hnx put

Into our prayer not to lead u« Into temp¬
tation, end It was a temptation for Ma¬
jor Lanier to own stock lu a company
thai he could benefit as an employe of
the commission. And Judge Crump erreil
therein, and that was the head ¡«nil front
of hi« offending.

Is ther»' any doubt nlie-ut Judge Crump
having warned Major Lnni«i? Major Li¬
nier has «aid that bo cotisult"»l freely
with Juiige Crump. Qe ha« never «nl.I
thai Judge Crump wa« familiar wittt the
acts of the employs of tho commission
in aiding Hi" Virginia Corporation Com¬
pany A-; often as ho has risen to hi"
f, ,i. i.,, has never me.d< that '-hnrgc.
But wh.-i examined by the comnil"»liiu-
»¦rs. these facts were poleted out to him.
and lie said to Juiige Crump: "You. sir.
approved of my going In and organizing
.this company." "Oh. y-s. but I warned
you not to ha»e any official connection
with It nnd not to penult It to mingl"
with your duties as an employe of this
commission." This Is his admission: It
1«. testified to by all thtee of the com¬

missioners, and Major Lanier admitted
on that ocrasion that it Is true, and he
has never denied it on the stand here.
Mr. Fairfax testlfie.l en that; he said
that bis understanding ol the warning of
ludge Crump wo« that It covered all
lies" transaction*» that went on In the
ifflcos of tho commission. Wns thero
<ny indiscretion there?
As nn abstract proposition, can you say

t 1« more than unwise for an employe to
-et up such a company, hail it properly
conducted and had no official connection
vith it, and not have iiilnglcel it with the
kffairs of the commission. Ho would have-
been placed, however, In (he position of
temptation, and where he might be erltl-
clsed, and where he was liable to bo, led
by lils Interest« Into unwise acts. Isn't
that all there Is to It? Had .Major Tinier
lived up to what Judge Crump told him,
would there have been all of this talk,
woul»! there have been all of this Inves-
tlgatlon? I say no. there would heve
been nine.
What more: take the second fact, and

that js that Judgo Crump knew that Mr.
r-jimpbell was working at the offices of
tho commission at night. Judge Crump
has stated, and it is not contradicted, that
he knew of this by complaints. I believe,
but ho said that his opinion was that
that office should not he openeel at night;
but if Mr. Campbell wanteel to work there
end one of his employes came there and
supervised him. that he thought he might
do so. There was nothing wrong in that:
nothing unfitting to Judge Crump's high
position and high character ns a i»an.

One Remaining Fact.
Those are two of the facts. Tho third

end tho only other fact, nnd thoro is no
testimony of anything else in this caco
except these, Is that Judge Crump sub¬
scribed to one share of stock upon which
bo had not paid a dollar at the time of
this occurrence.
Ho paid fifty dollars afterwards and

»old It In the open market. Lot Us, look
at men's motives that color their acts.

Indiscreet? But let us see If we cannot
fin«! the touch-stone by which. It ques¬
tions that itct and see what It means
and whether his conduct has not llv'vl up
to that. Thero Is no evidence that my
friend had the slightest Interest In the
cfiriip.-iny, that he ever attended a mee:.
Ing of the stockholders. He had no con¬
nection with It himself, but lived up
to the warning that be had given Mnjor
Lanier. He never wns an officer of that
company anil ho never mingled It with
the affairs of the State Corporation Com¬
mission.absolutely, never.

The Wiser Course.
Regarding Lnnler. Mr. Hunton said:
"I thorougldy agree with the stat««-

m««nt of Mr. Htu.irt that it would have
been wiser to havo «lemandod of Mr.
Lanier his resignation without giving
any causo therefor at nil. I, however,
soy. and I say without fear of success-fui contradiction, that. In my Judgment,
If any on»> of the five memfliers of this
committee were faced with that situa¬
tion, »uni believed, as this commission
believed, that Major Ijinler was guilty
of no Intentional wrong-doing, however
Indiscreet he had been. I do not believe
that any one of you five members of
tills committee would have undertaken
to ibrnnd Lahlor and send him out with
a stain upon his character, white believ¬
ing that he Intended no wrong; I say that
no one of you five men would have un¬
dertaken t.« send him out with a brand
upon hlrn and a stain upon his char¬
acter, when y«ei belloved that he had
only been Indiscreet, that though bo hnd
overstepped «he bounds of propriety, and
so far ns keeping hlni ns an employé was
conc«'rne«l the possibility was gone, yet
y.i'i had not lost your idea of his In¬
tegrity of purpose.

I say that no member of thé committee
would have undertaken or sought to brand
a man under those conditions, when
there were tw«> reasons for hli dismissal,
one of which was no r« flection upon liN
character. There Is u«¡t a man of proper
sense and of proper heart and of proper
human kindness who would not have
given that man the advantage of integ¬
rity of purpose that this commission !."-
llevrd that lie had.

Is ih.'r«. anything for criticism U}çÇ>7If, there Is, God knows it was done In be¬
half of .« young man whom they biïlevod
Intended no wrong, but who committed
wrong, and who:-" usefulness wns de¬
stroyed as an employe «-f thnt commis¬
sion.
Gentlemen. It is so easy after a Thing

Is over and «lort". to look back and con¬
demn an act which looked straight and
simple at the time the act was done.
I say that criticism after an event is
«»asy, while wfco conduct at the time I'¬
ll matter of difficulty and doubt and un¬
certainty.
What was the (xrroainn for an Inves¬

tigation? They called th«-se men in. on«
of them a stockholder Ir this compon}
and the other two having no official con;
nectlon and no financial Interest In it,
but merely employes of the A'lrginla Cor
poratlon Company, incorporated,
an employ»: would you have had I
formal trial and presented charges, un
less there was grave doubt about Uli
matter and you wanted to find ou
whether it was true or not? They calle«
this man in, after t«-lllng I'pshur, "Sta;
here, we want you, we may need you.'
They called Lanier In and talked wltl
him In the freest, frankest way. It de
v'elops what he has done, and It develop
facts that they regard as Improper, an
that disqualify him as an employe of th
c< mmisslon, though done absolutely open
1y, without i-oncealmont. under the ver
eye. some of them, of Mr. I'pshur him
self. The very rubber stamp was lei
openly In his desk. He attempts to (If
f< nil himself and says that be has don
no wrong at all. They point out to hin
In the 'v.i.'.M way that It seems to m
it becomes every superior to deal wit
the men under him.they point ont t
Major Lankr wherein be has done wron
to this commission and to himself.

No Use of It.
Speaking In defense of tho commlsnlo:

AVh.-it was to be gained by it? Thehad gotten all the facts necessary t

convince them thnt it was not wise fohim to stay; they determined that h
could not stay. If there had been andoubt In their minds as to tho wisdot
of keeping hlni, they might have Inve?

Not Indiscretion.
Indiscretion7 Far be It from me to say

that my friend has not been Indiscreet.
I recognize nnd accept It, and It Is hH
splendid and honorable character to which
that Indiscretion Is due. Recause of sim¬
plicity nnd purity and character of life,
there Is his superior nowhere« In my
Judgment, In this Commonwealth. And the
very simplicity of the man makes another
to come before him and lay on him his
troubles. Major I tinier comes to him
for Information Hnd advice on hi* private
affairs. Those aro the qualities of the
man, nnd, ns Is so often the case with h
man of those high traits, a lack of
worldly wisdom Is coupled with that
legal acumen which has safely guided this
commission as it traveled through un¬
known fields and over unknown ground,
nnd safely guided them through all of the
difficulties that have lieset them, and, to
my great regret, there was yesterday af¬
firmed against me in the Tidewater Rail¬
road case the correct decision of the tumn
learned lawyer who alone could have
furnished.the legal ability to those other
gentlemen, who. with all their ability,
are not lawyers.

Indiscreet, learned, wise and able, he
Is the man, yes, who told Lanier that
he might organize such a company as
that for tho benefit of the) Common¬
wealth and the benefit of the commis¬
sion nnd tho benefit Of himself. Thnt
wns the man who said: "Ves you cnn
work there If yon have an employe of
th« commission with you, but I don't
think the office ought to be open nt
night." That was the man who said
such a company ought to be orgiinlied.
nn«l you remember there Is testimony that
he urged the organization of other com¬
panies. I say that, was a mini p-ho
mleht be misled because of the simple,
earnest faith of the man and his belief
that everybody, until be found him
wrong, was of tho samp high plane as
himself.

Thank, God They Are Out.
Í «lo tluink Cod, gentlemen of the com¬

mittee, that these facts are out and are
before the public. That these things
whlcii have been exaggerated, from the
fact that they were unknown, nnd about
which theoc gentlemen were compelled
to kei-p silent, are now before the people
of this Commonwealth. I say there is
nothing In thern that would cause any
.member of that body to feel ashamed
.v..-.- ...iv fru-t thai «-ornes forth.
Indiscrétion? I admit It, and It Is un-

denled. There Is nothing In this case
but that which reflects honor upon the
A'lrginla gentlemen.

I trust thnt this committee will feel It
their duty under this evidence to report
that there Is nothing In any facts de¬
tailed before th«*m but an imllscretlon
on the part of the elmlmian of this com¬
mission In taking a share of this stock
and, it you choose, In agreeing that on
employé might undertake to organize such
a company, but warning him nt the same
time to have no official connection with
that company anil not to mingle Its bus'-
ness with the affairs of this commis¬
sion.

I feel tliat it ^is not possible to go
Into the facts with the limited time bo-
fore me. I thank you, gentlemen, for your
attention.

Three Seriously Injured and One
Dies From the

Effects

DANA'ILLB, VA.. March 2..Three chil¬
dren have been seriously burned here dur¬
ing the past several days, one of the vic¬
tims dying yesterday. Avednesday even¬
ing Richard Adams, the four-year-old son
of Sam Adams, a cotton-mill operative
of Schoolfleld. was playing before an open
fireii'.aco. when h:.s clothing caught afire.
Nearly all of tho clothing was burned
off. The mother of tho boy had her hands
frightfully burned in her effort to save
the child's life. Death came yesterday-
after twenty-four hours of Intense suffer¬
ing.
Little Bessie Avsom. aged four years,

and the child of E. R. Ajtsotn. also a mill
operative, is at the hospital here suffering
from burns sustaim.-d while playing wltn
a torch. The ekln on over half of tho
child's body has been burned away, and
the only hope of saving the life of the
little ono Is by grafting new skin on the
raw places.
Bertha Rlclçman, aged six years, and

child of Mr. and Mrs. Sam Rickman, was
badlv "burned several daj'B ago by turning
tho contents of a pot of boljing coffee on
hersolf. She Is getting along nicely and
will recover.

VIGOROUS PROTEST
AGAINST LDBBYÍNE

Senator Fulton Rakes the System
of Importuning for the

State Colleges.
Senator Pulton, of AVarren county. In a

speech of great earnestness, rntsed a

vigorous protest during the nftornoon
session of the Senate yesterday against
what he stigmatized as a shameful lobby
maintained In the Capitol by the public
Institutions of A'lrginla, and declared that
the time liad come when some effective
check should he administered to the ever-

increasing demands of the State colleges,
and plainly Intimated that more Impor¬
tant gnernl objects were in bis Judgment
suffering, while the spoils l/> the treasury
were parceled out among the swarm «ir
money-seekers representing special In-
terests.
"AVhen I came to this Senate two years

ago. mote or less unfamiliar with legis¬
lative methods." declared the senator
from AA'arren, In effect. "T discovered a
condition which brought the blush of
shame to my cheek. I refer to tho
lobbyists sent to this General Assemb[y
1/y the State colleges and universities,
who stood forever knocking at tho doors
uttering their demands. I have returned
t«. the Senate again and find the same
conditions.

I spoke not of the man who came sim¬
ply to lay before the General Assembly
the conilltlons in the schools, as is their
duty, and then leave, but of the others
who are here from the beginning of the
session until the end, or at least until
they get all tho money they want, when
they suddenly vanish. They arrive here;
early in the session, find out the condi¬
tion of tho treaslury with reference to
the surplus, and after that it Is simply
a question of dividing the spoils. Every¬
thing else has to content Itself with what
Is left. If there Is anything left.
While these c-olleges thus have men

here plying the Genoral Assembly with
arguments for speclnl favors, great ob¬
jects like the primary school system have
to rely entirely upon what Individual
members of this Senate can do for their
benefit."
Mr. Fulton also ohjected to tho pri¬

mary and high school departments of tin.«
Farmvllle Normal School, from which",
he said, but sixty teacher.« a year nre
given the State.
Senator Thomas to some extent agreed

with the AVarren senator, and a discussion
of much Interest and spirit followed, in
which some half a dozen senators Joined.

By a pràctically unanimous vole, tho
Senate Commute for Courts of Justice
yesterday afternoon decided to report
favorably, without amendment, the bill
providing that in the event of tho con¬
solidation of Richmond and Manchester,
the latter t.-ily shall retain its present
court, to be known ns Division No. 1
of the Hustings Court of the city of
.Richmond.

Strenuous opposition to the bill was
made by representatives from Richmond.
Including City Attorney Pollard, who
declared that a. separate court was not
necessary, arid that If It should become
necessary In time, the City Council could
deal with the question. On the other
hand. It was held, among other things,
that the location of the two cities, with
a river between them, nur! the fact that
Richmond courts are already claimod by
some to be so congested as to demand
a new court, whether tho consolidation
occurs or not, made it necessary thnt
Manchester should hnve a court of Its
own. The committee, with the excep¬

The question Is one of the very great¬

est Importance, upon which tho fato of
the consolidation plan Itsnlf may depend.

A Heavy Rain-Storm.
